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Lo Construction of the Skoda ‘Jorks plant in Unicov (PS0/N77), which was begun 
in 19,0, is still in progress. Two halls have been constructed to the present 
times; both are of steel frame construction with “Heraclit" walls,(1) and flat 
roofs with glass skylights. Hall No. 1 is about 200 m by 60 m in size, while 
Hall Mose 2 is about 500 m by 500 m. Construction of a third hall and of a 
boiler house has been started. This work is being done by the Sunperk branch 
of the Gzcchoslovak Building Association. (2) 


2, This plant is now a basic plant of the Skoda vorks, Ib employs about 550 
workers, inclucing about 150 office employees. (3) orale of the workers is 
very lov because of the imposition of increased production norus. ‘She plant
